Fitting Out... 


THE CABIN CRUISER 


URING 30 years of boat owner- 
D ship I claim to have made just 
about all the mistakes it is possible to 
make and stay afloat, which may be one 
qualification for writing this piece. 

One of the first things I want to sug- 
gest was learned the hard way at heavy 
expense. I used to follow the example 
of others by removing the winter cover 
first; then the entire boat was well 
washed and hosed down to remove dirt 
grime. This was supposed to prepare 
the boat for painting. If the boat nad 
dried out and several leaks developed 
in the decks, skvlights and hatches, we 
were assured that there was nothing to 
worry about. The water from the hose 
and spring rains, would swell the seams 
closed and work could proceed with 
tight decks. 

It took two seasons for me to catch 
on to just how wrong this was. I learned 
that water travels far into the grain of 
drv wood, and there it stavs, because it 
is later sealed in by painted top and 
bottom and caulking in between. Leaks 
in the skvlight let water run down into 
beams and bulkheads where it too can’t 
drv out the paint on the 
surface. Then in the presence of heat, 
as the season advances, this damp wood 
is a prime target for drv rot, being damp 
inside, will not support a coat of paint 
without blistering 


because of 


And so my first suggestion is to con- 
sider whether it is really good judgment 
to allow fresh water to come in contact 
with a boat that almost surely has open 
deck seams and cracked paint at the 
joints between cabin hatch and skvlight 
and the decks. Better to sweep the dirt 


awav and spend the first dav searching 
carefully for open that might 
permit the entrance of fresh water, then 


sears 


pay such open seams with liquid rub- 
ber. which will cure the small leaks and 
permit vou to uncover the boat with 
safetv until the larger seams may be 
more permanently taken care of. 


Hull Fittings 

It makes sense to get at the bottom 
and through-the-hull fittings early, since 
neglect of these may endanger the boat 
later on and thev can’t be done after 
launching.

STRONGHOLD OF SAIL 


Tradition, Pride of Ownership and The Will To Win Have Made This Out Island Classic a Thrill for All 


I THOUGHT I heard a gunshot, but 
the wind was howling, the sea was 
breaking, and a shutter of my little 
workshop on Victoria Cay was banging 
resolutely. I dismissed a gunshot as 
impossible and went on stoning a set 
of points. Then it came again—a wind- 


muffled “Wham!” Then again, and 
again. My life, I thought, what's 
this? A skeet shoot? Out here in the 


South Bight of Andros, Bahamas? And 
I the only white man in miles? ... I 
ran to a window.

Startled by gunfire and a 
jovful tumult, she had looked out and 
seen two sloops riding at anchor off the 
bar, their crews sculling home into the 
creek. When the men jumped ashore 
at the settlement, their friends and 
neighbors hugged them, capered around 
them, and scattered pink oleander blos- 
soms over them and at their feet. Her 
impression was the same as mine: we 
were impressed by their esprit de corps, 
their vitality, and by the good life they 
lived in this thriving little stronghold 
of sail.

A stronghold it certainly is. The peo- 
ple of the Creek are so canvas-minded 
that when a cruiser enters the South 
Bight or passes by on The Tongue, the 
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shout, “Steamboat!” goes up and chil- 
dren run to the bay and stand and 
stare. The scene suggests, in a way, a 
motor car passing a stud farm in the 
vear 1903. Their attitude toward power, 
however, is unprejudiced. Thev hold in 
due regard the marvels of modern 
achievement that are assembled and co- 
wdinated in a power vacht of the 
present day. The term “steamboat” is 
not a reproach, it is used in all inno- 
cence and with good will 

Actually, the Creek has no need for 
powel propulsion A stiff sailing breeze 
often blows here for weeks on end. 
Motors, with their call for capital out 
lav, fuel parts, and the knowledge re- 
quired for maintenance, would not be 
justified in the crawfishing service for 
which thev build their craft. No smack 
in this area would earn a larger profit 
if power propelled. In this active trade, 
second only to the tourist trade as the 


colony's source of revenue, there seems 
no likelihood that power will replace 
sail. The evolution of the craft built 
it Lisbon Creek has, therefore, pro- 


ceeded without concession to power! 

The boatvard where these craft are 
built lies behind a strand of golden 
beach in a grove of old coconuts that 
dwarf a scattering of charming little 
houses and a hatch-roofed church. Here 
the leaders of a community of 15 re- 
lated families, all of African ancestry 
have designed and built an overwhelim- 
ing majority of the craft-15 or more 
smacks, small sloops ind dinghies—that 
have won or placed it the Georgetown 
tegatta since its inception four years 
ago 

Why are these craft Mystery J, 
Kleerer Naomi, Charity, Alert, Cath- 
erine, and the rest, consistently faster 
than scores of thei competitors? What 
is the secret of these Lisbon Creek 
builders? 

Well, it lies, in part, in their long his- 
torv of boatbuilding. The Creek was 
settled by a shipwright, a man named 
Kerr or Carr, who emigrated from Long 
Island, Bahamas, about 80 years ago, 
bringing with him his trade, a wife and 
four daughters. Kerr worked for a while 
a few miles up the Andros coast, add- 
ing local knowledge to his own; then he 
settled at the Creek and established his 
own vard. He taught succeeding genera- 
tions not only his skill but self-reliance, 
courtesy, and pride, and he gave them 
the deep religious convictions so com- 
mon among those who earn a living 
from the sea. His name is now gone 
from the Creek. The names Longley, 
Bain, Banister, Bastian, Bethel, Rolle, 
and Fernander, all famous island names, 
have derived from his daughters. One 
of his grandsons, Jack Longley, is now 
the settlement’s senior shipwright and 
chief custodian of Kerr's character and

“FITTING OUT’’ 


Suggestions For the Overhaul of Motor, Boat, Trailer and Equipment 


By BOB WHITTIER 


Adjusting the steer- 


ing pivot friction 


Getting the Outboard Motor Ready 

HERE IS MORE to modern outboard motor lubrica- 

tion than dumping oil into the gasoline. Often neg- 

lected is the underwater unit, despite clear and 
specific instructions in owners’ manuals. Remember, it isn't 
simply the gear teeth which the lubricant protects from both 
wear and water; two or three fine ball or roller bearings and 
a shift mechanism also demand lubrication. Very frequently 
neglected, too, are the grease fittings in the gearshift lever 
shaft housing and swivel bracket. In salt water territory, 
outboard mechanics get a steady stream of motors which 
won't shift or won't steer because thev have been allowed to 
corrode through the lack of a few periodic shots of grease. 
Here are the rest of the steps to follow in getting a motor 
ready. 

The best insurance for trouble-free, high-efficiency per- 
formance is a new set of spark plugs. Although the old ones 
don’t “wear out” during the long months of idleness, carbon, 
oil and oxidation do much mischief which a mere cleaning

wont alwavs fix. Be really fussv about that oft-neglected 
matter of proper gap setting. Starting, idling, steadv high 
speed running, and resistance to fouling are all directly 
effected. Your owner’s manual will give the proper setting 

When the hood is off, turn the twist grip throttle slow, 
back and forth and watch the high-tension wires from mag- 
neto plate to sparkplugs. Sometimes they rub against nearby 
parts and chafe their insulation. Dry, cracked 
opens the door to short circuiting. 

How do the leading edges of vour propeller blades look? 
Battered and dented? Then vou are losing as much perform- 
ance as if vou had the parking brake on in your Cal while 
bowling down the highway 
conditioned. 

Put a quart or so of clean gasoline into the fuel tank, slosh 
it around thoroughly and dump it out to remove specks, oil 
residue, etc. Look inside the empty tank to see if the seams 
around the edges are rusty. Poke rusty spots with a nail to 
see if the metal is ready to let go. Check all plastic or syn- 
thetic rubber fuel lines for crac king whe re met il clips pine h 
them onto fittings. Clean the filter bow] on the carburetors 

For salt water operation, remove the 


insulation 


Better have the propelles re- 


prope ller and coat 
the propeller shaft with a thick grease to kee p the hub and 
shaft from sticking together. A heavy application of auto 
body wax to the motor’s exterior will do much to protect 
paint and bright trim from the ravages of salt water 

Most motors have a screw or bolt in their swivel brackets 
which control the steering friction. Too little friction lets 
flywheel torque constantly tend to turn the motor and send 
the boat off course: too much friction puts a lot of strain on 
steering cables and pullevs or results in jerky steering. Learn 
how to make this simple adjustment and check it occa- 
sionally during the season. 

Have a repair shop test and adjust the magneto breaker 
points, even if the motor saw relatively little service last 
season. The job is easy with proper equipment and is one 
of the best guarantees of good performance. Some motors 
have enclosed, waterproof magnetos, and sparking of the 
breaker points produces ozone gas 


~ 


which can result in 
chemical fouling of internal magneto parts, characterized by 
a reddish deposit. As anv motor gets older, some oil gets 
past the upper crankshaft seal and can contribute to breaker 
point fouling. 

Pull the starter cord out as far as it will go. Is its braided 
cover worn or fraved? A new one costs a dollar or so and 
replacing a bad one can save no end of annovance later on. 
Rub the one with a wax candle to lubricate it and 
prolong its life. 

Tilt the motor there is any 
chance some part of it might hit the battery box or some 
part of the transom, rear seat, etc

if the motor should strike 
a submerged object and fly up. See that steering cables do 
not slack off so much when the motor tilts as to create a 
danger of jammed or jumped pulleys, or tighten up so much 
as to strain cables and pulleys. 
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Smear grease on the threads of cowling attachment screws 
so they won't stick tight from salt water corrosion and be 
impossible to remove for a sparkplug change or other quick 
repau while out on the water 

Aside from protecting it from mechanical damage and 
controlling spillage, a good battery box keeps water off the 
top of a battery. When rain, spray or dew soaks the top, it 
mixes with electrolvte residue enough to form a conductive 
liquid which can short the terminals and cause the battery 
to discharge itself 


Checking Over the Outboard Hull 

& Are the wooden seats of vour runabout cupped from ex- 
posure to the weather? One wav of minimizing this is to 
remove them and run them over a circular saw set to make 
cuts about 4” deep and an 1%” to 2” apart across the bottom 
surfaces of the boards, on their long axis. This will enable 
vou to screw them down again firmly and most, if not all 


of the cupping will come out 


1 fir plywood bottom 


Having trouble with wood dough or wood putty popping 
off the screw heads on vour pls wood deck? Before putting 
new dough over the heads, place a drop of the solvent sold 


for use with these doughs on each screw head to increase 


adhesion. This also helps on the sides and bottoms of ply- 
wood boats, whether vou’re building a new one or refinishing 
in old one. 

Sand sometimes comes aboard, gets caught in the ridges 
formed by the inner surface of lapstrake construction, and 
working of the hull under wav makes the grains shake down 
between the planks eventually causing leaks. When vou 
hull is bone drv after coming out of storage, invert it and 
rap it all over with a rubber mallet on equivalent to knock 
as much sand out of the seams as possible. The standard 
cure for presistent leaks in lapstrake hulls is to thin out 
marine glue with gasoline and pour it into seams with an 
oil can. It runs in quickly, gas evaporates, leaves a tough 
seal of glue in seam. 

The transoms of outboard boats take a lot of vibration and 
wracking, so inspect vours carefully. One wav to do it is 
to fasten a large “C” clamp to the transom where the motor 
goes and use it as a grip to twist the transom, meanwhile 
watching the knee and the seams between sides, bottom and 
transom for signs of opening.

& In regard to the article “Why Paped Sails?” by Francis 
C. Gray, Jr. 

1) I feel that Mr. Gray is misleading the public into 
thinking the sails with taped edges are something new. Sails 
both in cotton and nvlon, with taped edges have been made 
by us for many vears, but we have never considered a sail 
with tape edges a first quality job. These have been made 
for vachtsmen who wanted something cheap 

(2) Mr. Grav mentions that Manchester has found that, 
“the set of the sail could be changed bv increasing or de 
creasing the tension on the luff or the foot of a sail prior to 
stitching the tape to the sail. The proper tension, both on 
the sail and on the tape, is the most important factor in 
making a taped sail.” This is the way quality sails have 
been made for vears. whether rope or tape, cotton, nvlon 
or dacron. 

(3) There are many short cuts to sailmaking. Sailmaking 
today, as in the past, is an art, and here at our plant still 
carries a four-year apprenticeship. But we are always look- 
ing for more effective methods. 

(4) We have probably made more taped sails in the last 
two vears than all the other sailmakers put together, but onl 
for the proper tvpe and size of boat. It is one thing to be 
sailing around the harbor, another thing to be 100 miles 
offshore with severe conditions. Machine stitching is the 
weakest part of anv sail, and with taped edges you have 
three rows of machine stitching holding vour sail to the 
spar. Under tests tape may prove as strong as rope, but 
after continuous sailing, chafe 
to have its effect

In a properly roped sail the heavv, hand 
twine stitches are buried in the rope, and the rope takes 
the chafe. 

(5) One problem in all sails is to make sturdy heads, 
tacks and clews. We do not feel that a proper corner can 
be put in without rope rails, rope holes, and sturdy cringles 

(6) Slides have alwavs been a problem. In the last two 
years we have developed a means of eliminating most of 
this trouble. In a link tvpe slide, sewn properly on a luff 
rope, hide is put over the seizing 
effectively using tape.

(7) Wire on stavs of jibs has been used for vears, be- 
cause a boat will not go to windward with a Sagging jibstay. 
Some boats rely solely on the stav wire in the jib. Certainly. 
vou can't compare a piece of tape to wire for sailing effec- 
tively. We have had our troubles with wire with svnthetic 
sails due to a chemical reaction from the salt water and 
sunlight being in contact with the sail on the wire, which 
turned the wire to powder. We have overcome this by

using a vinvl coating on stainless steel wire, not permitting

MORE POWER TO YOU

& Power boat racing suffered a shocking loss when Jack 
Mavpole collapsed during the opening hours of the Chicago 
Boat Show and died shortly thereafter. Although only 41, 
Jack had risen to a position of eminence as both a com- 
petitor and an official 

Mavpole recently recalled as high spots of his driving 
career the Fox Lake Marathon in 1930: the C race in Cin 
cinnati in 1931 in which more than 50 boats competed at 
once; his record-breaking trip at the 1933 Albany-New York 
Marathon; a race at Madison, Wis., in 1943 when his boat 
shed a fin on a turn and he ended up in the hospital with 
165 stitches in his left leg and the 1952 Winnebagoland

A winner of some 300 trophies, Jack had held one-mile and 
competition records in A, B, C, D and E hvdro and D stoc!

geared mechanism, and it was the most helpless feeling in 
the world. Fortunately, each time was in sheltered water 
after a long ocean passage, but I'm not taking anv chances 
on where it might happen next. Even though evervthing 
having to do with rudder and steering mechanism on m\ 
own boat is heavily oversize, alwavs aboard is not only a 
spare set of cables but a heavy bronze tiller. A deck plate 
in the cockpit affords access to the rudder head, which is 
square. When installed, the tiller curves over the binnacle 
after the wheel has been removed welded into the 
handle to take tackles. 

In a different category, less vital in emergencies but still 
important to the welfare of ship and crew, are such items 
as a well-stocked chafing gear bag, a spinnaker net, main 
boom guvs, weather cloths, reefing tackle, two spinnaker 
poles and allied gear to carrv twin headsails, and canvas 
sleeves over each turnbuckle. Each of these, in its own 
way, has preventive qualities, stopping trouble before it 
starts.

Chafe, for example, can be the greatest headache of an 
ocean vovage. What can happen in a relatively short time 
at sea is almost unbelievable. Sail stitching can let go in a 
matter of minutes; overnight, a line rubbing against rail or 
boom can be reduced to a few fraved strands; in a few 
davs a bronze shackle can be worn nearly through. On a 
long passage, overall inspection on deck and aloft at regular 
intervals should be a rule of the ship. Even on short offshore 
runs there should be a check for possible chafe after ever 
sail change, or even trim 


An important part of a vessel's 
equipment is the ge 


“ar to cope with the various tvpes of 
friction which might develop. I suggest getting a side-open- 
ing zipper bag, and having it stenciled “Chafing Gear.” 

The most frequent source of trouble is from crossing lines, 
such as sheets or vangs, so the most useful article in the 
bag is likely to be rubber or plastic hose, split lengthwise 
There should be an assortment of lengths, running from 
perhaps six feet for a spinnaker sheet riding under the main 
boom as it is being trimmed, to several pieces of less than 
two feet, for use where there is less variation in adjustment 
The bag should also be stocked with squares and rectangles 
of heavy canvas, for wrapping where a thick pad is wanted, 
as over lifelines where the parts of the mainsheet may fall 
when the boom is well off. So that the chafing gear bag 
is complete in itself, it should also contain tape, for securing 
the split hose, and marline or other light line. 

A spinnaker net, filling in the foretriangle so the sail 
cannot wrap itself around the headstay, is in my opinion a 
vital piece of equipment. It should always be set when a 
spinnaker is carried in open water. No one who has not 
experienced a bad “wrap” can possibly realize how bad 
the situation can be, especially with a modern nylon para- 
chute, which twists so tightly that it is almost impossible to 
cut away, much less haul down or tear loose from the fore- 
deck. It can finally resemble a coiled metal spring. Such a 
wrap is a predicament fraught with danger; possibly to the 
ship, certainly to the crew member who must go aloft. In 
the last Bermuda Race the English cutter Foxhound suffered 
a very bad wrap. Not only did she lose hours of time, but 
after all other methods had failed, was forced to lower the 
entire headstay to the deck. 
of sea! 

Offshore, whenever the main boom is slacked well off for 
running or reaching, a line leading forward and/or down to 
the deck should be in place. As there is sometimes confusion 
in nomenclature, I will describe our equipment and system 
on Finisterre. Reaching, we use either a tackle or a single 
part line shackled into a strap passed around approximately 
the middle of the boom; with this the primary strain is 
down, moving a little forward as the boom is slacked off: 
we call it a “vang” or “kicking strap.” Its purpose is prin-

cipally to give a better shape to the sail in racing but we 
also use it when cruising Or passage -making as it eliminates 
a certain amount of chafe at the slides and stitching close to 
the luff as well as I ssens shocks on the gooseneck by 
keeping the main boom from jumping. 

Running, we use a single part line shackled into a bale 
at the end of the main boom (welded into the bronze band 
for the specific purpose with this the strain is forward 
we call it a “preventer o1 “forward guy.” Its purpose is 
to make impossible a flving jibe, when the boat is vawing 
before a heavy sea, or when the boom is tripping on the 
crest of the overtaking wave as she rolls. Sometimes, run- 
ning, we use both preventer and vang together, the latter to 
reduce chafe at the spre iders. But if the boom is touching 
the water, even if throwing onh light fans of spray the 
vang should be cast off immediately. Never bind a boom in 
the middle if there is anv danger of it digging into the 
water, or it will certainly break at that pot 

It is a great convenience and real safety factor, on a boat 
whose mainsail is small enough not to need a tackle on the 
preventer, to have the line long enough to reach a cockpit 
winch. It can then be adjusted in relation to the mainshect 
without a man having to go on the foredeck The stem 
fitting taking the block must be strong; if the preventer 
led through the anchor chock, as is possible on manv boats 
care must be taken to prevent chate on the lip (Incidentally 
spinnaker boom fore vuNs can be handled the Same Wa'\ if 
made long enough to reach the coc kpit. One man can then 
tend both fore- and afterguy, without the usual shouting 
back and forth 

Weather cloths can be a great comfort to the watch on 
deck in cold, wet weather especially reaching. By ward 
ing off the cutting edge of the wind, and most of the spray 
the mike i difference vhich can eliminate possible ic- 
cidents A man sitting huddled for several hours, wet ind 
cold, is hardly likely to undertake jobs such as chafe inspec- 
tion on his own initiative. Letharg, can become overwhelm- 


¢, sapping will and judgment It can even cause a man 


to fail to respond to signs f ipproaching danger such is 
squalls Also, a cold man is clumsy, more likely to lose his 
footing or misjudge the distance to the next handhold 
Proper! made weather cloths should be carefully fitted, and 
pl wided with stout lengths of line to lace or tie to lifelines 
ind stanchions. They should extend from the upper wire 
of the lifeline down to the rail of the ship, and from a point 
ibaft the helmsman’s position to the forward end of the 
cockpit. In use, they may be moved a little forward or aft 
to offer maximum protection. On a very small boat, it is 
ilso a good idea to have a separate cloth which will go 
round the stern, affording protection from overtaking crests 
which have a tenden¢ to sl ip ovel the counter 

Many crews put to sea without a clear idea of the pro- 
cedure which will be followed when it becomes necessar\ 
to reef. While this is partially a matter of preliminar 
practice, the proper equipment—in its own bag, clearly 
labeled and conveniently stowed—will go far towards mak- 
ing the job easier. Reefing should be a perfectly normal 
procedure, taken in stride like anv other sail change. It 
should be accomplished virtually without loss of speed and 
certainly without fuss. On the Solent, in 1952, Caribhee’s 
lrans-Atlantic crew tied in a reef while in close quarters 
with an English competitor, which did not realize until late 
sail had been reduced 

Equipment and tec hnique will vary depending on the size 
of boat and tvpe of ree fing employed Now, after three 
vears of experience with carefully engineered roller reefing 
on Finisterre, | am so spoiled and “sold” that going back 
to the type on which I teethed would seem like a return 


to the dark ages of fogging gaff and plunging bowsprit. To 


le ssel the S1Ze of the mainsail only a crank handle is neces- 
sarv, but in racing we usually insert “shims” (narrow 
wedges, approximately 36 inches overall, tapering from one 
inch to zero) along the leech as the boom turns to control 
the draft of the sail.

For the standard method of reefing employing points o1 
laces, plus cringles at clew and tack, a bag similar to the 
chafing gear bag but labeled “Reefing Gear” can simplity 
the whole process. On some boats on which I have crewed 
half the job has been trving to find suitable lengths of 
line. Plunging through a black night on an overpowered 
boat is hardly the proper time to be burrowing through the 
lazarette. Before his first trip offshore in a new boat the 
ownel should perfect the technique he believes most pra = 
tical, at the same time stocking the reefing gear bag with 
everything necessary for the job. The requisite lines should 
be cut to length. In whipping the ends, an identifving cod 
mav be used, if thought necessary. The bag should then 
be assigned a place to live, and stav there for the duration 
(For an excellent technique of reefing, see Yacurinc, June 
1952, “Heavy Weather Sailing.” by Roderick Stephens, Jr.) 

While any boat being seriously raced offshore must con- 


| sider a second spinnaker pole standard equipment the 


spare pole should be regarded as far more than a replac 

ment in case of breakage. Either racing or cruising, in 
very heavy weather, or for passage-making before steady 
winds, there is no combination adapted to a modern rig 
that can beat twin headsails, set on the headstav and 
“wung-out” by spinnaker poles On manv boats, the only 
additional equipment required is a second spinnaker cup 
Under the combination, a boat runs easily before hea 

seas with virtually no desire to sheer; the pressure is all 
forward, and the sails have a tendency to lift the bow, not 
burv it. There is no danger of a jibe. If increasing winds 
demand a further reduction in sail, lowering is a simple 
matter; slacking the jib halvard brings both down on th 


|} run, under complete control as they are hanked to the 


headstay. By using two genoas, a very respectable sail area 
mav be achieved. 

Another valuable application of two poles set together is 
to keep the foot of a spinnaker from chafing against the 
headstav. On Finisterre between Bermuda and the Azores 
ve had moderate to fresh winds well aft for several davs 
and nights at a stretch. By sheeting the spinnaker to the 
leeward pole, the skirt of the sail was kept from sawing 
across the headstay as we rolled to the following sea. The 
sail set beautifully. Had conditions required, it could have 
been taken in quickly by the conventional method afte: 
tripping the block at the end of the pole with the release 
wire. (Before using this rig while racing, however, make 


| sure the rules vou are sailing under permit it Under the 


CCA rule, for instance, it is illegal to use two spinnaker 
poles simultaneously. And under the same rule, if twin jibs

Canvas sleeves to protect the threads of turnbuckles are 
rarely seen, as equipment, vet their absence has no doubt 
caused the loss of manv masts. One case of fairly recent 
memory occurred where tide, wind and sea combined to 


drive a vessel On a rock, ledge close to leeward It tiling 


lines from the wreckage alongside entangled the wheel 
making her helpless. Had the sea been a little heavier, o1 
had not her anchor held before she arrived at the shoalest 
part, ship and crew might both have been lost. Like the 
storv about the horseshoe nail, it all happ ned for the want 
of a bit of canvas to keep grease on turnbuckle threads, so 
thev could be turned easily when setting up the rigging. But 
these had become so corroded that the crew had made 


| adjustments by thrusting long iron bars through the open 


barrels (itself an invitation to disaster on the part of the 
manufacturer!), exerting a terrific leverage and weakening 
the metal. 

The goal on any boat should be to keep the turnbuckles 
so well lubricated they may be turned by hand. Waterproof 
grease should be applied from time to time, and kept from

NARRAGANSETT BAY GOSSIP 
By Terrell E. Cobb 


& What appeared to be a good Force 5 breeze, when th« 
Feb. 14 Providence “Evening Bulletin” hit the stands drifted 
off to a calm by the time the morning “Journal” appeared. 
The Narragansett Bay YA and the New England Yacht Ra 
ing Council, through the media of the press, suggested to 
the Weather Bureau that its service left much to be desired 
and that a “more intelligent” and “more specific” method 
of weather forecasting for small craft be instigated. Wallac 
H. Humphrey, president of the NBYA, had asked vacht 
clubs to make recommendations to Oscar Tannebaum, chief 
forecaster at the U.S. Weather Bureau, East Boston. In 
his letter Humphrey stated, “for the safety of thousands of 
people who will be on the water this summer it is of 
utmost importance that a new and up to date system of 
forecasting be installed in New England immediately.” 

In rebuttal Ralph L. Carlson, meteorologist in charge of 
the Providence Weather Bureau suggested the vachtsmen 
were tilting at a windmill. “As far as I can see, most of 
the recommendations are already in effect,” he said. “Why 
didn’t thev come to the local Weather Bureau if something 
was puzzling them? We could have told them all about th 
special bay forecasts we plan to begin by the first of May.’ 
Carlson stated that spec ial marine forecasts will be made up 
to four times dailv. . . . Wrote Bill Ellis, commodore of 
the Edgewood YC, “I don't think it’s the Weather Bureau 
that’s falling down as much as it is boating people who pay 
no attention to the weather.” An honest man!

it is big enough to build up a considerable sea so you will need good ground tackle and 
your anchorage should be selected with due regard to wind direction. Once inside the 
entrance channel which was dredged to 12 feet, but is now only about 6, the prevailing 
depths over most of the harbor, except for reported shoals of 3 feet, are 6 to 7 feet. The 
Yacht Club has its station on Star Island just inside the entrance. Most facilities are available 
at the docks and there are several excellent restaurants nearby. At the northwesterly end of 


the harbor there is a small boat yard. This is Montauk Harbor, (Great Pond), Long Island.

Let me tell you how we used a depth 
sounder in BOLERO’s 1956 record 
run to Bermuda... 


Starting from Newport under light airs, 
we finished in Bermuda with fresh winds 
under overcast skies and with frequent 
heavy rain squalls.

How to Unwrap a Spinnaker 
An Open Letter To The Honorable Mrs. Pitt-Rivers 


Dear Mrs. Pitt-Rivers 
cam There is no reason why you should remember me among 
the hundreds of people you met at the time of the 1956 


Bermuda Race, both in Newport and in the Islands, after 
vour vacht, Foxhound, was sailed across the Atlantic to 
sail in the race. I remember meeting you, however, one 


evening at dinner, and I espec ially rem mber a conversation 
we had, both bemoaning the nasty quirk of fate that caused 
Foxhound’s spinnaker to wrap itself around the headsta 
making it impossible either to hand the spinnaker wr to set 
a substitute headsail 

You told me of the tricks that were tried to unw1 ip the 
offending sail, and of the valiant efforts of one of vour 
afterguard, Peter Stanford, who spent a number of hours 
aloft being flogged about in a seaway. In spite of all ruses, 
tricks, man-handling, and even possibly invective, the spin- 
naker remained glued in position and nothing could be done 
with it until vou had reached a land-locked harbor 

It seemed particularly unfortunate that you, who had 
come so far to join in this fine race, had been thwarted 
almost at the outset by this frustrating experience.

SW wind was now 30 m.p-h. and we were cheerfully beat 
ing into it and the savage short chop in the passage. It 
got worse as the day wore on. We tacked from shore to the 
island many times, dodging the stream of freighters in th 
passage. At 2:30 p.m. we wer opposit South Manitou. We 
went into the cove there for rest, and staved overnight when 
the Coast Guard said a severe NW storm was predicted 
(which didn’t materialize, or had it already occurred? 

The next morning we started out bright and early under 
power through a fleet of five Naval Reserv: ships which had 
anchored there for the night. From then on we had a flat 
calm all the wav to Chicago. We ran out of gas 20 mil 
from Shebovgan and took from 1 a.m. until 3 p.m. to drift 
into the harbor and replenish. We staved there two hou 
and again pulled out, reaching Chicago Sunday night at 
7:30 p.m.—damn tired 

The only damage during the blow was torn batten 
pockets and broken battens. The main forestay was ver 
loose the next dav, and closet Inspection indicated the forces 
of the wind on the sail (the stav is secured at its lower end 
to a collar on the foremast) had pulled the mast collar up 
four inches. The mast collar is clamped around the mast 
over a leather sleeve with four %-inch bolts The hull wa 
still dry. The ship behaved well; she was buovant, and 
lifted when she had to lift to free herself of water. At no 
time did she appear to be out of balance. If we had been 
able to run, it would have been just a thrill especial] to 
tell about afterwards 

We were the only boat out of seven or eight to ride it 
out under canvas. Two boats lost their canvas and were 
towed in bv the Coast Guard cutter. Others ran into Char 
levoix, including Maénitou, a big vawl. Betty Bro took canva 
down and headed into it; and their 40 hp. motor at full 
speed (36-foot hull) couldn't keep them from going back 
wards slower than four m p-h. Intrepid was blown ashor 
at Mackinac Harbor and subsequently sank. All in all, it was 


an experience.
